New Light on Roman History 


In the light of the conclusions of historians, early and of our 


own time, and the assertions of savants of latter days that Rome 
fell because of her weaknesses brought on by indulgence in luxur- 
ies, and vices, it may seem a far cry for a newspaper to take up 
for discussion the causes of the decline and overthrow of the empire 
of the Caesars, but there is ever and ever something new in the line 
of discovery and as a result* we have the declaration that war, not 
self-indulgence was the reason the once mistress of the world lost 
her power. 


Dr. Otto Seeck, professor of history at the University of Ros- 


tock is one of the most recent writers to arrive at this conclusion. 
Dr. Seeck states, after a careful and painstaking examination of all 
the statistics available on this topic that Rome lost her prestige be- 
cause of every 100,000 strong men, 80.000 were slain in battle and 
that out of every 100,000 weaklings, 90.000 or 95,000 were left to 
survive for the purpose of continuing the human species. That Rome 
was ruined not because of indulgence, which affected only a small 
percentage of the population, but because the so-called barbarians of 
the time were physically fit, while the men of Rome had been so 
diluted in strength and virility as to be physically unnt
